An increase of $6 per ton in 
the price of newsprint paper 
has been announced by the 
manufacturers to Alberta pub- 
lishers, and will be effective 
April 1. 

The price of newsprint de- 
livered to Edmonton news- 
papers will continue to be the 
highest in North America. In 
addition to the numerous in- 
creases f.o.b. mill since the out- 
break of war, the high freight 
rate from the Pacific coast to 
Edmonton is an added burden 
to the laid down cost ai Ed- 
monton.

An Pdmonton branch of the Canadian | 
Legion urges that the provincial and feder- 
al governments establish in each Canadian 
city a psychiatric ward in connection with 
some hospital, where the mentally ill may 
receive treatment, 

This is a proposal that should receive 
warm support from the Canadian people 
Many hospitals throughout the country do 
maintain psychiatric wards, but these are 
largely for the use of patients under ob- 
servation. They are occupied mostly by per- 
sons who will either be committed later to 
an asylum or discharged as sane 

The emphasis in this suggestion should 
be placed on the word “treatment,” for 
it is treatment for the insane that is lacking 
in most institutions 

To say this is not to endorse criticism 
that has been levelled against mental hos- 
pitals in Alberta. It is our information that

these institutions compare favorably with 
most in Canada, and indeed are head and 
shoulders above many of them 

But the weakness of state-operated 
mental hospitals, and shared in varying 
degrees by all of them, is that there is little 


opportunity to give adequate treatment to 
the mentally ill. To a large extent, patients 
in these places get no more than custod- 


ial care. In many institutions, suc h ag those 
of Alberta, this custodial care is sympath- 
etic and kindly has 
been shown to be a public disgrace. 

If Canada is to grapple 
manner with the problem of the insane, 
such custodial care is not nearly enough. |

Start All Over Again? 


General Marshall proposed at the Mos- 
cow conference that the Allies go back and 
start from the beginning to formulate « 
peace treaty with Germany. 

This implies that the General has aband- 
oned hope—if he ever had any hope—that 
the present conference will draft such a 
treaty. The prospect of this being done was 
far from bright when the conferees met 
and it has grown steadily dimmer ever 
since. Nothing less than a complete revers- 
al of course on the part of Russia would 
break the deadlock now existing. 

Wherefore General Marshall proposes 
that all the nations which declared war 
against the Axis powers hold a conference 
of their own, thresh out the whole question, 
and that the foreign ministers then do the 
drafting in the light of recommendations 
forwarded from this gathering. 

This is the procedure which to many 
people seemed advisable when the treaty | 
question first arose. Events have shown | 
that it is also the only course that offers any 
promise of success. And further, the only 
course which would not threaten a lasting 
cleavage among the Allies. 

What General Marshall suggests would | 
satisfy the demands which Canada and 
other secondary Allied states have made for 


a voice in shaping the terms of the treaty. 
No other plan has been adopted, or even 
conditionally approved, which would satis- 
fy these obviously reasonable demands

i doubt if there is anyone in 
Canada who thinks that our pre- 
sent defence forces are large en- 
muigh to be of any practical value 
|ghould this country be attacked 
|But they are more than just 4 
token foree—they are a cadre of 
| trained men whose task would be to 
provide the trained backbone and 
the organizations about which an 
lexpanded force could be built 
|should the need arise. They could 
be augmented on very short notice 
by an additional 50,000 men now in 
the reserve units 

But the prospect is that should 
war come again it will be pre- 
ceeded by an atomic barrage of 
our industrial, communication, and 
population centres. However, this 
|} would have to be followed up by 
an orthodox occupation before 
conquest could be completed, With 
\our widely dispersed industry and 
population it is doubtful if the 
atomic barrage would be able to 
knock us out completely—espec- 
ially if our people had the self- 
contro] and discipline necessary 
}to enable them to avoid complete 
panic. Therefore we need an ortho- 
|dox air force and army which 
could counter-attack any enemy 
occupation force before they could 
secure a bridgehead 


1 AM CONVINCED that we can- | 


not afford to keep a full-sized 
army standing around for years 
because there is a remote and hy- 
pothetical possibility that we may 
be attacked. At the same time I 
believe that every citizen should 
be aware of our vulnerability. 

The answer to our problem lies, 
I now believe, in the vast expansion 
of our reserve. At the moment 
our problem is not to provide 
forces to be sent out of the country, 
which has been the big objection to 
mobilization and conscription § in 
the past—our present problem. is 
how to be prepared to defend our 
own soil against invasion. This is 
jsomething which should be drum- 
|}med home, 

The chief trouble with our re- 
serve force at the moment is that, 
because there is no immediate or 
obvious threat of war, it is diffi- 
cult to get people to join the re- 


serve. And because of the volun 
tary nature of the service suffic- 
ient emphasis cannot be placed 
either on the duty of the citizen 
to be prepared to defend the 
country, nor can it be run on a 
basis which will permit the in 
culeation of the necessary standard 
of discipline into those who have 


| joined. 

The solution lies in the devel- 
jopment in Canada of a reserve 
force raised and trained on the 
lsame basis as the Home Guard 
was organized in Britain during 
the war, Every able bodied cit- 
izen should be required to re- 
gister for service and would be 
|posted to a local unit with which 
he would train. Training periods 
of one or two hours each week 
would probably be sufficient. The 
organization and instruction of 
\these units would be provided by 
|the permanent force. I see no 
jreason why members of this re- 
\serve should be paid for their ser- 
vices as such service should be 
considered a normal duty of cit- 
| izenship.

| MEMBERS WOULD be assemb- 
led by age groups and by physical 
ratings so that units would con- 
itain men of the same age group 
land physical condition. This would 
facilitate mobilization and devel- 
opment should the necessity arise, 
It would permit us to have ready 
lan effective force to meet any 
emergency without imposing any 
| great strain on our taxpayers and 
without keeping out of productive 
employment large numbers of 
}young and able men 

At a time when America and 
/Britain are retaining conscription 
for full-time service in the forces 
when world conditions seem to 
demand full preparedness, when 
[Canada is having difficulty main- 
\taitling her national prestige in in 
| ternational affairs, something like 
this is necessary. And, until the 
|day comes when international un- 
derstanding and good will have 
developed to the point where com- 
plete disarmament is possible, we 
leannot afford to neglect our de- 
fences.

Many people wondered why ths 
Leduc well produced roughly twice 
as much oil on its first day of pro 
duction than in any following day 
The reason is that the mud which 
is part of all oil well drilling 
operations had to be flushed out 
of the porous, honeycombed rock 
side of the hole. If it were allow- 
ed to remain it might seal off per- 
manently many of the _ pores 
through which the oil flows 

“AS SOON as the well was clean- 
ed by this “tiush production 
“chokes” of various sizes were used 
to control the flow at the top of 
the well. In addition Paulson and 
other engineers began a compli- 
cated series of pressure tests as 
the well flowed through chokes 
of one-sixteenth, one-quarter, five 
sixteenths and other sizes 

The purpose of these tests was 
to make the gas at the bottom of 
the well, and any other form of 
drive which might be present 
coax every gallon of oll possible 
to the surface
